Chicago, June 5.—Joseph Wlndrath was 


hanged this aftsrnoon for the robbery and 
murder of C. B. Birch, money receiver at 
Armitage avenue station, West Chicago 
Street Railway company. Windrath and 
Julius Manow, an e?-conviet, masked, 
were guilty of the crime. Manow turned 
states evidence. Windrath was to have 
been > executed May 15, but 
his actions 


were so wildly eccentric that execution 
was stayecJ by the governor, pending in- 
vestigations as to his sanity 
Tho jury 


found that he had been shamming. 


Dragged to the Scaffold. 


Windrath made a scene at the execution. 


Ho was manacled, but he struggled feeb- 
ly with the guards, and with incoherent 
cries, he was dragged to the scaffold. 
Even till the last second he feigned in- 
sanity. He kept up tho continual cry, 
"Hang up Mannow," "Hang up Man- 
now,""hang," "hang." Then he changpd 
to "I will sleep by and by.'' As the rope 
was placed around his neck his eyes glared 
and he shouted, "Put straps on," "Lenox 
open bad box." The cries coming chok- 
ingly as the jailor the tightened the noose. 
JToti until the drop Ml were the awful 
cries stilled. It was fourteen minutes be- 
fore the heart ceased beating. He died of 
stangulation.

ON TRIAL FOR BRIBERY. 


Outline of the Celebrated CM* Now on !•

Peoria, June 5.—The trial of Simon 


Shaffer on the charge of bribery continues 
to excite attention in the principal circuit 
court. Shaffer was representative In the 
Thirty-ninth assembly from tho TMr- 
teanth senatorial district of Cook county. 
Ho was placed on trial for soliciting from 
Peoria parites a bribe to influence bis vote 
on certain measures pending before the 
house. Shaffer is represented by Attor- 
neys Foster and Well, while tho prosecu- 
tion is conducted by State's Attorney 
Coonoy and his assistant, Mr. Qulnn. 
The indictment is a voluminous docu- 
ment, containing eight counts, having 
been found by the grand jury lost Octo- 
ber It sets forth in each and every count 
that Simon Shaffer "maliciously, wilful- 
ly and corruptly" proposed and agreed to 
receive a bribe for his rote and Influence 
on a bill pending before the House at the 
last general assembly, the proposition 
having been made to Sam Woolner, jr.,
